I Hare preſented them 
to the World in as true and juſt a Light 
as I could, that is, the Reader has a 
fair aud an honeſt Tranſlation of the 
Original, awnembelliſh'd by affected Turns 
of Oratory, conceited Refinements, or la- 
. RB bour'd 
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bour'd Cadences. Whatever I could di(- 
cover to be the true and proper Senſe of 
the ut hors, that I have ſtrictly adhar'd 
70; and given it in that Stile only, which 
in my poor Opinion would do them the 
greateſr Fuſftice. Fur I think T conld not 
pay a juſter Tribute to the Aſhes of theſe 
worthy Confeſiors, than to revive them 
to the Viorld in a Dreſs of their own 
chuſing. Be ſides, when we attend to the 
Relation of bare Matters of Fatt, which 
is the Caſe before us, it can't be ſuppo- 
{ed that the Reader ſhould be entertain'd 
with that Flegancy and Politeneſs that 
is expeited from mere Speculation, or 
from thoſe Eſſays whoſe Deſign is rather 
fo amuſe chan inform him.

But when the young King came 
of Age, be ſoon reviu'd the old Perſecu- 
tion againſt them and ſoon died, aged 
23. George Podebrache who had been 
Covernour of the Kingdom a part of his © 
Minority, was upon his Deceaſe, An. 
1458. choſen Regent. But his ſeeming

cated him, and raiſed a Rebellion againſt

So that Lewis, Son of Caſimir ſucceed- | 
ed, but being under Age, he was put | 
under the Protection of the Emperor 
Maximilian Iſt, and Sigiſmond King of 
Poland.

HEN a City is ſet on Fire, the 
ſrightned Citizens run in a Bo- 
dy together, partly to enquire 
into the Beginning and Cauſes of. 
ir, partly to extinguiſh it, and 
partly to take care of their own 
Effects: So, Chriſtian Reader, 
Lover of heavenly Truth and antient Liberty, 
the Citizens of the Chriſtiay Commonwealth, 
have often been diſcourſing each other upon the 
Reaſons of the War begun in Bohemia, and conti- 
nued in other Parts of Germam, (even doun to 
our Time; ) and many have been diſtracted into

been ſaid and written upon the Subject. Which 


Diſtraction would excite any true Patriot (eſpe- 
cially one more immediately concern'd in the 
Danger) to ſearch into, and give a fair Account 
of the Origin and Cemiine Cauſes of this vaſt and 
dreadful Flame, which in a little Time muſt con- 
ſame the City of the Evangelical Church, un- 
leſs God, in his infinite Mercy, put a Stop to 
it, and awaken all Proteſtants out of their Lethar- 
£y, to exert their united Powers for the ex- 
tinguiſhing it, and for preſerving all that is 
dear to them. For as the Cauſes of a Fire are 
often inguriouſly aſcrib'd to one or another; ſo 
will it be in this C aſe, till they are trac'd out by 
a thorough Examination. For tho? in ſo gene- 
ral a Confuſion, every Man is more intent upon 
putting out the Fire, than upon an idle and 
præpoſterous Diſquiſition into the Origine and 
Cauſes of it; yet iince the Champions of Anti-

For whatever the Scrip- 
tures or the Fathers have foretold of Anti-Chriſt, 
you may eaſily ſee in the Pope; nor doth the 
whole World foſter ſo horrid a Monſter as this 
Anti-Chriſt, who prefers himſelf to every Man, 
who exalts himſelf above all that is called God, 
who is departed from the Simplicity of Chriſt, 
who has ſet up for Univerſal Biſhop of the 
whole World, for Head of the Church, and 
King of Kings, who hath invented a new Wor- 
ſhip of God, new Articles of Faith, a pompous 
Religion quite contrary to that of the Primi- 
tive Church, who hath fram'd Ceremonies and 
Canon-Law for the ſupport of his "Throne, 
moſt cruelly perſecuted the faithful Worſhippers 
of God with the whole Evangelical Body, aſſum'd 
to himſelf an abſolute univerſal Power, and in 
fine, uſurp'd the Name and Omnipotence of 
> God, and the ſupreme Vica:ſhip of Chriſt. 
Thus deep dy with the Malice of that Dra- 
gon Satan, whatſoever he pretends, whatever 
Sheeps Cloathing, or Horns, the Wolf lurks un- 
der, he 1s with all his might and main endea- 
vouring, either craftily to ſeduce, or forcibly to 
extirpate the true Church of God, which wor- 
ſnippeth God in Spirit and in Truth, according 
ro the Rule of Holy Scripture ; not according 
to the Traditions of Men; and on all Oc- 
caſions is fo very Intent upon infecting her with 
poys'nous Errors, or involving her in fatal Wars, 
that if he can't ſubdue her to himſelf, he may 
however ruin her.

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And indeed through the dreadſul Permiſſion of 
God Almighty, how much has he ſucceeded 
in theſe Deſigns, to the Puniſhment of many 
for their Contempt of the ſaving Goſpel ! For 
fronpthe Years 606, and 697, when * the Empe- 
ror Phocas rais'd Pope Boniface the 3d, to the Pri- 
macy over all the Churches by little and lit- 
tle, and from the Time of Charles the Great, 
Ann. 772, to Charles the 4th, 1347; and under 
Wenceflaus his Son, ſurnam'd the Ale, Ann. 1 400, 
he has been ſo ſwiftly advanc'd to this prodigious 


Heigth of Dignity, that he has bewitched the 
whole World almoſt with his Sham Titles and 


falſe Pretenſions, eſtabliſh'd whatever pleas'd 
him for Articles of Faith, excommunicated and 
even f whippd Kings and plagu'd them with 
Wars. And for what Reaſon? That the Strength 
of the ſecular Powers being ſpent and bro-

* Boniface the 3d ſtimulated by a domineering Luſt, and fran- 
tic Pride to break the Bars of Apoſtolic Diſcipline, plagu'd the 
Church with horrid Contentions, and by the Tyrant Phocas 
was declared Univerſal Biſhop, though declar'd Anti-Chriſt 
by Pope Gregory, who abominating the Title of Univerſal Bi- 
ſhop, honeſtly ſaid, that to conſent to that wicked Name, was 
no leſs than to giveup the Faith, 


— Henry the 2d. King of England was ſo miſerably plagu'd by 
omas Becket, Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, that on a certain 
Time ſitting at his Table, he curs'd al} thoſe Servants he had 
ever rals'd to Honour, for their Remiſſneſs in revenging th 
Wrongs done him by the Arch-Biſhop. Four of his Atten 
dants, ſpurr'd by this Reſentment, go and kill him. But this 
was puniſh'd in the King with the urmoſt Ipnominy 3 for he 
was whipt with Rods by a Monk in a Convent, and ſeverely 
fin'd, before he could recover the Popes Favour. Yet Mathew 
Paris makes him complain thus ; after ſubmitting my ſelf 
and my Kingdoms to the Romiſh Church, nothing has gone well; 
tut every thing againſt me; and thus he died of Griet.

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Spiritual Juriſdiction, Hence has he deriv'd 
his immenſe Riches, his great Power! With 
theſe has he been ſo elated as to appear formi- 
dable to the whole World, to uſurp the Impe- 
rial Chair of Rome, to force all Nations to wor- 
ſhip him and kiſs his Feer, to make and repeal 
Laws, and to obtrude his Plenipotency where- 
ever it has pleas'd him. 

But God, in this fo thick a Darkneſs taking 
pity on the ſad Face of the Church, put a Bri- 
dle in the Mouth of that Apocalyptic Beaſt.

expos'd. Mean time he was continually fretting 
and ſuppreſſing his Choler, till he could find out 
ſome way or other of revenging and exalting 
himſelf to his priſtine Dignity. 

But in proceſs of Time, as once the Arians 
infected both Eaſt and Weſt with their Poyſon, 
ſo he uſurp'd the Name of the Catholic Church, 


which he limited to his Followers only, and abat- ( 


ed nothing of the Titles he had before impu- 


dently arrogated, but once more forc'd himſelf 


the whole World. He accus'd the true 
Preachers of the Goſpel and all the Followers 
of Chriſt (who were far inferior in Number to | 
his Locuſts) of Hereſy ; He conven'd Councils, 
conſiſting of his ſworn Drudges the Cardinals; 
Patriarchs, Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops and the whole

teſtants he refus d both Seat and Voice, pro- 


nounc'd them guilty unheard, and made himſelf, 
and thoſe with him, Accuſer, Judge and Wir- , * 
neſs. The Council of Conſtance he grac'd with  * 
the Title of the general Council of Cent: 
There he condemn'd the Reform'd of Hereſy; 
and ſo impos d what was tranſacted in it upon 
the Chriſtian World, as if they had been con- 


demn'd by God himſelf, the Ancient Oecumenical 
Councils of the Church, thoſe of Nice and Conſtan- 
tinople and all other Chriſtian Councils. And to 


give the greater Sanction to ſo foul a Proce- 
dure, he call'd to his Defence the Secular Arm, 
and ſo laid up Fuel for freſh Flames. oy: 
But though he truſted all his Tricks and / 
Cheats, to Councils, Titles and Acts (the Au- 
thority of which was openly controverted) a 
Council more reſembling Phariſees and Arians than 
Chrift and his Apoſtles, and the Aſſemblies of the 
Primitive Church ; not like Chriſt with the Church,

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but Anti- Chriſt with a Synagogue of Malignanti, 
and the greater Part of Chriſtians with their Cæ- 
ſars, Kings, Princes and People, not duely diſ- 
cerning the Head and Tail (if I may ſo ſay) 
of this Fox-wolf, voluntarily adher'd to him, 
acknowledg'd, venerated and homag't him, 
not as he really was, but only as he ſeem'd to 
be: Let as many of the Evangelic Princes in 
Germany as were hearty, as alſo ſome Cities of 
Sueden, England, Bohemia and other Provinces, 
* Proteſted on their Part: That they were not 
Heretics, but true Chriſtians ; That it was high- 
ly injurious to condemn them unheard ; That 
the Pope was a wicked, partial Judge ; That he 
had unjuſtly made himfelf Accuſer and Judge, 
and that he had made up the Aſſembly and 
Suffrages of his own Creatures. Further, that 
he himſelf was an Heretic, an Idolater, an 4po- 
ſtate and a Tyrant, the great Anti-Chriſt, who 
fpake not the Truth but Lies, not the Word of 
God, but the Traditions of Men; who ſought not 
the ſaving Peace of Chriſtians, but Ruin, War 
and carnal Intereſt : Moreover, that they would 
not adhereto him, his Councils, nor the Mulricude 
of his Followers; but to Chriſt and his Holy 
Goſpel, with his little Flock; nay, that they 
would ſuffer Perſecution with it, and if need 
were, oppoſe their Arm to the ſecular Arm. Thus 
the Chriſtians to the Scandal of the Roman Pre- 
late, divide into the Parties of Papiſts and E- 
vangelics or Proteſtants, and whereas thoſe Kings 


The Proteſtation of the Evangelics was exhibited toChar/cs 
the 5th, at Placentia the 12th ot September 1519, and gave 
the Evangelics the Name of Proteſtants. For as Thuanus has 
It, Lis, 1. this Name was given to all after that, who went 
into any new Schemes of Religion, or profeſs'd ro amend it, 
and for that Reaſon ſeparated from the Church of Rome.

Now to deprive the poor Chriſtians of all hopes 
of a Rgconciliation, and to expoſe them to the

and the Princes of the Earth, inſinuate them- 
ſelves and the Cauſe of their High Prieſt into 
their Eſteem, and like Frogs are wearying their 
Courts by their importunate Croakings and tur- 
bulent Counſels, till they have provok'd them 
to a general War, to perſecute and lay waſt 
the Church of Chriſt on pretenſe of its being 
Heretical, and to kill the Richful with a view 
of doing God Service. All theſe things the 
Scriptures have foretold of Auti-Chriſt and par- 
ticularly of the Jeſuites in Revelations, xvi. ver. 
13 and 14. And 1 ſaw three unclean Spirits like 
Frogs, come out of the Mouth of the Dragon, and 
out of the Mouth of the Beaſt, and out of the Mouth 
of the falſe Prophet.

{cience, from the Word of God to be the true 
and ſaving Religion, which alſo Czſar and the

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King, according to their Privileges, Reverſals and 
their own Oath are obliged to defend, and that 
therefore he would not preſume unlawfully to 
rule their Conſciences, and force them to em- 
brace the Popiſh Religion, or ſuffer others with 
Impunity to attempt it, againſt Law and the 
aforeſaid Oath, to the effuſion of Chriſtian 
Blood.

Cardinal Vertues, kind in his Largeſſes and quick 
in Diſpatch, always a Deſpiſer of Death, and 
the glorious Conqueror of his Enemies. The 
Strength of his Soldiers; very much to be com- 
mended, in that after the Example of Severus 
the Emperor, he made it his chief Buſineſs to 
preſerve the ſevere Exerciſe of Military Diſ- 
cipline, commanded they ſhould plunder No- 
body, but that they ſhould be contented with 
their own Allowance, would have them ſub- 
ſiſt, not upon the Tears of plundered Fami- 
lies, but upon the Spoil of the Enemy, and 
lodge their Pay in their Belts, not in an Ale- 
Houle. |

Fine Words indeed! But ill did that felonious, 
murderous Pacification of Prague agree with 
them. During the Convention at Leipfick, he 
was frequently ſounding from the Chair, that 
of the Prophet Jſaiah, Chap. XX X11. Ver. 8. 
The Liberal deviſeth liberal Things, and by liberal

He ought to have reminded himſelf here of 
the Admonition, but the World acts as the 
World. Thus the Saxon forgetful of his own 
and the Public good, preſently after the Bat- 
tle of Norlingen, (where Guſtavus Horn was 
taken Priſoner, and Bernhard Duke of Wei-

As to the final Cauſe, the Defenſe of 
the' Germanic Liberties, the ſupreme Law of the 
Empire, was neglected and openly fold to the 
Houſe of Auſtria, The Material is, that Fey- 
dinand the Third, no leſs public an Oppreſ- 
four of Liberty than his Father, or formidable 
merely by that Name, would abate nothing 
of his Father's wicked Innovations in Hungary, 
Bohemia and the Empire itſelf. Hence new Com- 
motions were to be feared every Hour, all 
which would have been avoided, if the Electors 
had ſtuck ro their Duty, at the Death of Fer- 
dinand the Second, had either conferred the 
Imperial Dignity upon a more pacific Family, 
or for eſtabliſhing a Peace upon equal Condi- 
tions both at home and abroad ; had by dint 
of Law reclaimed this new Ferdinand, from his 
irregular Courſe in every Action to the con- 
ſtant Obſervation of the Laws. The formal 
Cauſe is, the Rule of the Caroline Law, which 
was in many Inſtances violated.

Great Britain, and under the Cover of a new 
Church Liturgy, have found out the luckieſt 
Way imaginable, of changing the golden 'Tran- 
quility of the moſt flouriſhing State in the 
World into a bloody Tragedy.

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Enemies, ſet one againſt another; and that their 
Blood through Civil War and mutual Wounds 
is lowing, guſhing out in direful Waſt When 
the King by the Stings of Nature, the Love of 
his Country, the Unity of Faith and Example 
of the neighbouring Princes, ought to have 
been excited before to the burying of thoſe un- 
neceſſary Contentions at Home, and have given 
his friendly Hand and Aſſiſtance to the commen 
Undertaking of the Proteſtant Confederates ;

tion of the Purity of Religion. Theſe choſe 
to have in their View, the Hor Scrxiprurss 
for a Rule, and (next to the Glory of God) 
as ſtrict an Union, and as uniform a Worſhip, 
(as poſſible) in theſe three Kingdoms, with the 
beſt reformed Churches. Moreover, the ho- 
nourable Members of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, when they ſaw in this diſordered State 
of Things, the Temper of his moſt ſerene Ma- 
jeſty very much irritated by his Enemies, they 
laboured (and are ftill labouring Days and 
Night) indefatigably. by their wholeſom Coun-

Matthias 
and Ferdinand, have freely broke the Oaths and 
Reverſals they took in Bohemia for the Defence 
of the Peace of the Evangelics, and by a moſt 
turbulent, preconceiv'd Opinion have determin'd 
that no Faith is to be kept with Heretics; whereas 
neither is this Uſage Chriſtian, nor are the Evan- 
gelics, Heretics, Whence they have brought upon 
themſelves Contempt and theſe troubles, and by 
not keeping their Faith have loſt it. | 


very mild, and by their deceitful Tongue pro- 
miſe humanity ; yer they do not govern the King: 
doms and Provinces in their Poſſeſſion as good 
Fathers and true Shepherds ; but, as Enemies, 
Oppreſſors and Tyrants, lay them waſt ; rob the 
People of their Liberties and Privileges ; chuſe ra- 
ther to bear them dun by a ſervile Yoke and 
cruel War, than to reign in Peace; will not 
tolerate Proteſtant Chriſtians in their Dominion, 
when they can tolerate blaſphemous Jews, and 
the moſt impious of Men, and encourage them 
all; call only Proteſtants, Heretics, Rebels, Seditious 
and unworthy of Life, take and torture them with 
moſt hor: ible Puniſnments and cruel Deaths, to 
give their Eyes Pleaſure, O Clemency! Whoſe Go- 
yernment all Mankind, eſpecially the poorChriſti- 
ans abhor. Ferdinand might have lawfully reign'd 
in Bohemia, if he would have accepted the * 
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dom peaccably, not depreſs d it with Wars, de- 
priv'd the Nobles of their Immunities and Dig- 
nities, the Evangelics of their Religion, Life or 
Safety, and reſtor d Peace to the Empire. If he 
would have let every one enjoy his Liberty, his 
Conſcience, and antient good things, he had not 
breath'd aut Perſecutions and Death and Bauns 
againſt all Proteſtants. But as the contrary hap ned 
and innocent Blood was thirſted after ; hence 
a juſtifiable provocation was given the Evange- 
2 to their lawful Defenſe, and even a War it 
ſelf.

{elves might ſuffer Perſecution in common with 
others. Thus while others were oppreſs'd and 
forſaken, they choſe rather to cultivate Peace 
with rhe Papiſts and to enjoy the Delights of a 


m tranſitory Life; which then they will obtain, 
1 when they fall off to them. For they ſee the 
th dreadful Beaſt ſtrong; reckon up his Succeſles, 
to think upon the Weakneſs, feuneſs and ſlaugh- 
p- ter of the Saints who fight againſt him; and 
1- doubt whether the Lamb will overcome. They 
[+ admire the wily Beaſt, and contrary to what 
g- Moſes did by his Faith, chuſe rather to delight

cution in contrition with Chriſt and his People. 
By which wickedneſs they add Courage to the ' 
Anti-Chriſtians, provoke God to continue this 
War, and inthe end to puniſh them by it. 


The se- XVIII. The horrid Seduction of and ill-advi- 
duction of ſing Authority over the Saxon from the Spaniſh 
5 Auſtrians by their Doctors and Counſellors, who 
Spaniard. although he had not long before that made a 
ſecret Treaty with Matthias and Ferdinand; yet 
the Affairs of Bohemia looking doubtfully, he had 
conceiv'd hope of the Kingdom, of which when 
he was diſappointed, he envied the Palatine the 
Crown, and preteading that the Calviniſts de- 
ſign'd to aboliſh Popery and Lutheraniſm, he con- 
cluded that the Evangelics were pot to be de- 
fended againſt Anti-Chriſt, but tꝭ be deſerted 
and oppreſſed. Moreover he march'd a ftrong 
Army againſt the Laſatians, the Confederates of 
Bohemia,and the Lutherans themſelves incorpora- 
ted with them, and, ſparing no kind of cruelty, 
promoted the Oppreſſion of the Bohemians on 
the ſide of Bautzen. But under Pretext of a 
Neutrality he deſerts the neighbouring Evange- 
lical Churches, obtains nothing at all for the poor 
Sufferers by his jejune Interceſſions, is neither re- 
garded, nor yet grows the Wiſer. He thinks 
that no grief can attend Chriſt, or loſs the Ger- 
manic Liberty, or cares not how that goes, or 
whether the neighbouring Churches and Provin- 
ces are rooted ont, provided he and his can but 
remain ſafe. But now he and his Adhærents 
ſee the contrary, while they feel the avenging 
Hand of God. The reſt of the Proteſtants be- 
witch'd by his Authority, together with the Im- 
perial Cities, do the ſame, and like gaping _

void of Chriſtian Sympathy, deſpiſe the tribula- 
tion of Chriſt's Members, expecting the forbear- 
ance and favour of Anti-Chriſt; which then they 1 
will obtain, when he ſhall reſolve to keep Faith 
with Heretics. Mean time, God ſeems to be afflict- 
ing them with a long War; ſo that now they 
are acquainted with Sufferings, they will learn 
how to ſuccour the Diſtreſs d, and not to put 
their truſt in 'Truce-breakers.

multitudes of them bear Arms againſt God and 
their Conſciences, againſt the Church and the 
Truth, againft their Country and their Brethren ; 
and then they uſe their Arms as baſely and as 
cruelly, as the Papiſts themſelves, while they ſhould 
be defending the Proteſtants and ſetting them- 
ſelves againſt the Power of Auti-Chriſt, Luther at 
one time wrote and publiſhed Mandates in the 
Name of Jeſus Chriſt, that none of the faithful 
ſhould bear Arms againſt the Proteſtants, or joyn 
themſelves with Papiſts, Now the Lutherans take 
pay indifferently under both; nay all of them, 
in a manner, ſooner joyn with the Papiſts than 
the oppreſſed, will ſooner be partakers of their 
Tyranny, their Crimes and their Puniſhments, 
than of the Croſs of Chriſt : By their Aſſiſt- 
ance they increaſe the Strength of Anti-Chriſt, 
inflame her Cruelty, and devour the Lords lit- 
tle Flock.

The Sins To ſpeak the Truth, the principal Sins of 
of the Bo. the Behemians were, Contempt of a Goſpel Mini- 
hemians. ry, Luxury in Food and Apparel, Neglect of the 
Poor and Oppreſſion of the Subject, an idle and 
batting Defenſe of the Goſpel, a Cauſe ſo excel- 
lent, that God moſt juſtly puniſheth the De- 
ſertion of it with his Deſtruction and Cha- 
itiſement beyond all other Neglects. For 
God's Sake, Has not Germany laid ſnoring, 
and ſtill ſnoreth plunged in theſe Sins to the 
tame or a greater Degree?
